TBia Nanaimp Municipal election is 
not .without italessonB, some of wbic li 
it espeoially behooves Yiotoria to luarL , 
.le,arn and^ inwardly .digest. It ha^ 
"b^en speh. that the aspirants for the 
flrst^sition were amongst her very 
" hast eitis£6na,~ while the same- may be 
■>id with mo re or less truth of the 
aixieen candidates for tlie position ol 
Councillor; and it has also been seen 
how very generally and deeply the 
people interested themselves each to 
aecure the return of those in whose 
hands bo conceived the wellbeing oi 
the interesting young city would be 
safest. Perhaps no better evidence 
could be afforded of tho fitness of thai 
community to undertake the manage- 
ment of its own local affairs. Cer- 
tainly no bettor guarantee could be 
given that Municipal Institutions shall 
be auccossfully worked. It will bo 
unnecessary that we should stop to 
contrast this~vith tho fatal lethargy 
•' pervading tho community in which wo 
write in regard to the administration 
of Municipal afiairs, tho reluctance of 
our best men to come forward to take 
an active part, and the stolid indif- 
ference of tho best part of tho Rate- 
payers. And this condition is all the 
more remarkable and all the more 
■eripus. in view '-of the fact that the 
Yictoria City CoUncil has the control 
of so lai^e a revenue, — not less than 
, eighty thonsand dollars being antici- 
'pited ihis year in the form of 'regular 
revenue, to say nothing about' large 
sums raised by loan. But there is yet 
another respect in which Nanaimo has 
■hamed Victoria: Chinese were .not 
permitted to approach tho Ballot-box, 
True, the Act does not exclude these 
• people; but so sensible wore tho Free- 
men of Nanaimo of tho improprioly, 
the degradation of allowing these 
heathen slaves (as tho great bulk of 
them undoubtedly are) to stand side 
by side with themselves at tho Ballot- 
box and hare an oqual voico in the 
management of aflairs which they little 
understand andin which they have still 
less interest or sympathy in common, 
that they, with one accord, decided to 
axolude them. This is in strange con- 
trast with the degrading picture pre- 
sented tho week before at the capital, 
where Chinamen were, as one of our 
Oonncillors but too graphically ex- 
pressed it, bought up like sbeep in the 
■hamblea at two dollars a head and 
shoved into the Ballot-stalls as if they 
were so many cattle. And, after such 
R humiliating spectacle presented in 
the name of "Liberty," a proposition 
to amend tho constitution so as to pre- 
vent a repetition of it found but two 
supporters in a Council of eight! Be- 
fore dismissing the subject we may 
bo permitted to alludo to the repeated 
attempts of our local contemporary 
to represent this journal as having op- 
posed tho introduction of Municipal 
Institutions in Nanaimo. Such is i', 
gratuitous and, it may safely bo add- 
ed, malicious piece of misreproscnta- 
rion, We defy our contemporary or 
anyone else to show wherein this jour- 
nal or anybody connected therewith 
has ever dona anything of tho kind. 
The question was purely and pre-em- 
inently one for tho people of Nanaimo 
to decide for themselves; and,aIthougli 
strong believers in the adaptation of 
Municipal Tn'.titutions to A nglo-Saxoii 
communities, wo did not conceive it to 
be our duty or proper function to in- 
terfere one way or the other with their 
free choice. We did, however, do all 
in our power to induce tho Provincial 
Gorernment to give tho young city ii 
fnir start in its new stato of existence 
by granting such a liberal bonus as 
•would, while in a measure atoning for 

Saat neglect and injustice, aid the 
[unicipulity in carrying out soino of 
■> those heavier works of a nioro ur^-cut 
• nature which ought in conunon justice 
to have been done by tho Government, 
, and which a young corporation poss- 
gising but meagre sources of revenue 
' may find it too much to undertake 
alone. In our efforts in that direc- 
tion, however, wo found ourselves op- 
posed by the local organ of tho Pro- 
's- .vincial Administration, As usual, it 
brought all its influence to bear against 
' this^iimplo act of justice, contending 
•'•ihai^inwino had received its fair 
AHjfjl^pf public expenditure in timcH 
. Vps^^had, in fact, mot with liberal 
treatment at the hands of the present 
-■ Xdministrfttion— ft contention, we 
;'V pood hardly remark, sadly inconsis- 
■ tent with fact.

' Judge Pemberton sat yesterday to hear 
farther evidenoe in tbo ease of Baptisto 
Tomna, principal, and Jollovoia, acces- 
fiory'aftor tho fact, to the murder of Mo- 
lecular on Christmas Night. 

Mr. MoElman appeared for Baptiste, 
and Mr. Robertson, Q. 0., appeared for 
Jollovoia. 

Jim, a Sooke Indian Bay, tesliQed that 
he found the body of Moloonla ilodtiiig in 
the water near Baptisto's house. 

Capt. McNeil and Dr. Tolmio tostiliod 
to tho gO'id character of Jollovois. 

Jack, an Indian, toatifio.l to taking tho 
body of Moleoula out of the water. Wit- 
ness was at Baptiste's Louao on tho night 
of the murder. All present wore drink- 
ing Scotch whiskey. Tlioro was noquar- 
roling up to the time of witness leaving. 

Siptext, another Indian, was at Bap- 
tiste's house on the night of the murder, 
and while there got drunk and went to 
sleep and know nothing of tho murder 
until tho next morning, 

Mr. Tugwell'a ovidouoo was taken us 
to tho arrest. 

Mr. M. Mnir waa recalled nud stated 
tliat tho murdered man's injury was on 
the right side. 

Mr. Turner, who brought tho first in- 
tolligonco of the murder to town, depos- 
ed to finding in Baptiste's houso a demi- 
john in whioh were some remains of whis- 
key. Ho also saw the dead ashes of a 
flro there. 

Arthur Pcatt tesfiSsd thai he eappliod 
Baptiste and Jollevois with rofreahmeuts 
on tho ^Monday following the murder. 
They said tJioy had con,o from Sooke and 
wore going back there. 

JIargarita. Biptiste's wife, sworo that 
Jollevois was not present when the mur- 
der occurred; but he camo tho nest day 
and went away with Baptiste, and remain- 
ed with him till both were arrested. 

Mr. Robertson, Q. C, moved for the 
disciiargo of Jollovois; but tho Judge 
decided to commit both prisoners for 
trial.

California, Novada, and Utah papers 
speak of the late great storm as one of 
sovorost ever felt there. 

Sai^t Lake, Jau, 20th— William Slons- 
by, of Milwaukee, Superintendent of tho 
Cooper Mine, Big Cottonwood Canon, 
has been missing since last Monday. It 
is feared that he, with a party of ten or 
twelve miners, who were last heard from 
at Alta City, were buried under the big 
snow slide which occurred near that 
place that day.
